(4)  On  the  date  of  the  observation,  the  Edwards  Rapcon  con- 
troller received  a call  from  China  Lake  that  an  unknown  object  was 
sighted  over  Walker  Pass.  Edwards  Rapcon  controller  did  observe  a 
target  on  the  FPS-35  scope  at  that  time.  The  target  was  estimated  to 
be  travelling  about  100  knots,  Edwards  Rapcon  could  not  correlate  this 
information  to  a UFO  since  the  route  of  the  object  was  within  an  area 
frequently  used  by  light  aircraft.
